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THE RARE SAIMHTLE CRANE 


To see this bird is a privi- 
lege the true bird lover would 
sacrifice for little. . Owing 
to its increasing rarity, how- 
ever, .the opportunity comes 
but sé@ldow, and ‘to be inti- 
mately. accuaintea with this 
etately creature is the privi- 
leze of as many people perhaps 
eas may be counted on your 
hand. 

The species occurs in two 
forme, the Sandhill Crane 
(Grus wexicena) formerly found: 
throughout Worth America, ‘ut 
now greatly restricted in 
Tange and nurrer, and the 
Little §rom Crene, (Grus Cana- 
densis) the northern and more 
western species. 

Little ie knovn of its food 
hevits and ; life. It spends 
much of its time on dry land . 
and on the treeless marshes 
feeding largely on corn and 
turers. It is migratory, 
spending its winters in the 
southern part of the United 
States, the “ulf Stetes, and 
south to Vexico, and has bred 
locally throughout its range, 
recently only in Wisconsin, 
Vichican, and Canada. 

The Sandhill Crane is re- 
markedle for its wild eerie 
cry vhich is saic to be of 
evel more uncanny ocuality than 
that of the Loon. Like the 
Loon its tremolo call carries 
to a great distance, eing 
heerd even after the »ird is 
out of sight.

"Spring brings us in a close 
er proximity to Nature than 
any other season of the year, 
We see green life upspringing 
from ap sarently lifeless 
branches. ./e witness the love 
season of the avian creatures 
and note the return of the 
birds from the Southland, 

"Now is the tine for the 
bird lover to make preparation 
for this most wonderful season. 
In this respect I have refer- 
ence to building homes for 
wild birds. If you have done 
your work well this spring you 
will experience a peace of 
mind, a satisfaction, which 
comes only to those who ardent- 
ly love bircs. 

"By iay boyhood endeavors and 
failings in bird house con- 
struction, I feel that I have 
gained knowledge which inmay be 
helpful to the amateur. 

_".s5ethe bird iiost known to 
utilize tan-itade nesting sites 
is the Purple Martin. 

"It is believed that long 
before the advent of white men 
to this country, martins nest- 
ed in hollow trees. In some 
instances they still do. We 
have learned that in early 
aces Indians hung up gourds 
about their fields to encour- 
age these birds. Martins ward 
off predatory and destructive 


birds. The Indians, knowing 
this, took advantage of the 
facte Through long usage of 


boxes, these birds have become 
almost wholly dependent on man 
for nesting sites. Today, 
many liartins do not raise fan- 
ilies because they do not find 
a ready prepared hone. 

"The English Sparrow is the 
greatest eneny that the Martin 
haSeeethis Sparrowe.swill nest 
practically anywhere, conse= 
quently it takes advantage of 
iWanj=made houses, too. \fhen 
the Martins return, they can- 
not find a place to nest, and,

It is the du- 
ty ef those owning boxes te 
keep svarrows* nests torn out 
until the Martins have return- 
ed and taken possession ef 
then. 

"Any kind ef well sheltered 
ana wetl ventilated bex will 
do. It is iiverative that the 
entrance be at least four 
inches above the floor. This 
is to prevent the sparrows 
from pushing the Martin esgs 
from the nest. It is also 
necessary to have a small 
perch before the entrance. In 
some instances success has 
been had with bird hotels, but 
from my personal experience I 
have learnec that Martins "pre~ 
fer to nest in pairs, 

"An eaved house 8"x8"x8%, 
ventilated in the gable ends 
and having a 13" diameter en- 
trance, is sufficient to house 
one brood of birds. A hinged 
door is a necessity to permit 
cleaning after each nesting 
season, Do not use metal for 
bird houses. In sumer the 
heat from the” sun 
' the birds. 

‘~ “Tf this is your first year 
to have Martin houses it is 
advisable to erect them in an 
open spot, approximately 15' 
above ground. Martins will 
not occupy hdémes suspended 
from trees, They mst be on a 
pole, 

"Once these birds raise a 
brood in @ locality they will 
return year after year to the 
scene of their nesting, acconm- 
panied by their offspring. 
This makes it necessary to in- 
crease the number of houses 
annually until ‘you~ have -as 
many as you want. 

"Under protection

-"Poles supporting boxes 
should have a broac. galvanized 
metal strap (approximately 14" 
in width) around them, to pre=- 
vent robbery, by cats. 

"There are other birds..that 
Will nest in houses, such as 
the Voodpecker family, Blue- 
birds, certain species of Owls, 
Carolina Wrens, etc. 


"These birds are timid and 
require some careful coaxing 
and strategy on the part of 


the bird house builder. Their 
houses should resemble nature 
as close as possible. For in- 
stance, a ‘ioodpecker house 
should have the appearance of 
@ hollow log, and must be ate 
tached to the trunk of a tree, 
A Blvebird's home may be of 
any design. It is advisable 
to suspvend it froma strong 
branch and have .it painted 
seme protective color. Foreign 
odors are ‘repellent to birds. 
Make sure topaint houses ;ssuf- 
ficiently early in order that 
the paint smell may vanish
